575 helmeted state troopers 
wielding riot guns mounted 
guard every 15 feet along the 
parade route. Other police 
walked with the marchers. 


Two helicopters 
hovered 


overhead to spot any trouble. 


One white man watching 


the Negro march from the 
sidewalk was arrested when 
police found he was carrying 
a metal object. 


Firecracker 


A firecracker exploded over 


the heads of the civil rights 
marchers. They and a crowd 
of white spectators flinched 
at the sound. 


These were the only disturb- 


ances in this papermill town 


of 22,000 which has been the 
scene of racial shootings and 
other violence in r e c e n t 
months. 


A summer rain pelted the 


whites as they proceeded back 
to a Baptist church to end 
their march, and it kept pour- 
ing until the Negroes were 
halfway through their walk 
down Columbia Street. 


The grim display of police 


force along the main thor- 
oughfare and a last-minute 
maneuver prevented the rival 
marches from crossing paths.

All the participants get is

For 
assistants they have 40 mem- 
bers of a summer sculpture 
course. But the sculptors have 
found a surprising advantage: 
Working with southern Cali- 
fornia industry. 


Fifty-five local firms agreed 


to provide the college and the 
sculptors materials, labor and 
facilities to turn the creators' 
mock-ups i n t o permanent 
works. 


"It would take me a year to 


make this sculpture in my 
studio," said Gabriel Kohn, 
of Sarasota, Fla., whose wood 
sculpture and,its 40-foot-high 
supporting tower are being 
made by a shipyard which 
normally builds wooden mine- 
sweepers.

Althoug h the 1965 Leg iria- 
ture authorized leasing a car 
for the g ovemor’g official use, 
State Purchasing Ag ent Wil 
lard Wells said a comparative 
study showed buy ing would 
be cheaper. 
Wells said Vanice Pontiac 
Cadillac of Lincoln was the 
apparent low bidder on an 
air conditioned, 1965 Cadillac 
at $4,791 with a g uaranteed 
repurchase pricq (rf $4,041 aft­ 
er 12 months. 
‘Net Cost' 
Thus, the Nebraska Safety 
Patrol (which maintains the 
g overnor’s official car) can 
buy a Cadillac at a “net cost 
of $750. 
Earlier, a leasing proposal 
on a 1965 Uncoln Conttoeutal 
from a Ford Motor Co. di 
vision had been considered. 
The lease price was $750 for 
12 months, but Wells said the 
state would also have had to 
pay an estimated $350 in fed­ 
eral excise taxes, $150 in 
state automobile taxes 
o n the 
car because it was leased 
rather than owned by the 
state. 
An estimated $50 in miscel­ 
laneous costs would bring the 
total to $550 over the basic 
lease cost. Wells said. 
Conservative 
While normal maintenance 
on the Continental would have 
been g uaranteed by the les­ 
sor, the Safety Patrol can 
maintain the g overnor’s car 
(tires, spark plug s, etc.) for 
less than $250 a y ear “as a 
very conservative estimate.” 
The g overnor’s car is driv­ 
en about 35,000 to 40,000 miles 
annually , Wells said. Safety 
Patrol Sg t. Del Whitefoot is 
currently assig ned as driver.

They probably 
will be called on to provide 
security for the Cam Ranh 
Bay area, where Army eng i­ 
neers are turning the natural 
harbor into a larg e port fa­ 
cility and expanding the exist­ 
ing air strip. 
Omaha Beadt 
Landing craft broug ht the 
infantry men ashwe from the 
U.S. Navy troop carrier Gor­ 
don. Twenty -one y ears ag o, 
other men of the “Big Red 
One” broug ht distinction to 
their division when they hit 
Omaha Beach on the coast of 
Normandy in the invasion of 
Prance. 
The members of the 1st Bat­ 
talion, 18th Infantry , w e r e 
commanded by Coi. James 
Simmons of Fort RUey . 
Two U.S. Marines w e r e 


killed and four wounded Sun­ 
day nig ht on a patrol near 
the big air base at Da Nang , 
380 miles northeast of Saig on, 
American spokesmen 
s ai d. 
The leathernecks came un­ 
der Viet Cong sniper fire 10 
miles southwest of the base, 
but the casualties were caused 
by an unexplained explosion 
—possibly a mine, the spokes­ 
man said. 
A U. S. spokesman report­ 
ed Sunday that planes ham­ 
mered north of Hanoi, pound­ 
ed famed Dien Bien Phu and 
installations at Yen Bai. 
In the g round war, a strong 
Viet Cong force loomed up to 
supposedly secure territory 
and smashed a South Vietna­ 
mese military convoy on the 
road between Saig on and the 
St. Jacques Sea resort. 
The attack, 25 miles south­ 
east of the capital, held up 
the flow of Sunday bathers 
who whiled away the delay 
with beer and sandwiches. 
Considered Loy al, 
The Viet Cong g round at­ 
tack occurred ^tween th e 
towns of Phu My and Baria, 
an area larg ely inhabited by 
Roman Catholics considered 
loy al to the Saig on reg ime. 
Using recoilless cannon, mor­ 
tars and machine g uns, the 
Viet Cong g uerrillas killed 16 
g overnment troops, wounded 
17 ot h e r s and captured 15 
more, a U.S. military spokes­ 
man said. He added that the 
g uerrillas destroy ed one tank 
and damag ed six other ve­ 
hicles. 
At the same time, the g uer­ 
rillas lobbed mortars into a 
g overnment post near Phu 
My , apparently to stall off a 
relief force. 
One of the heaviest raids 
reported by U.S. officials was 
made by U.S. Air Force Su­ 
persabres 60 miles north of 
Bien Hoa. Forward air con­ 
trollers estimated 360 Viet 
Cong g uerrillas were killed.

off drinking water or at 
»st discourage its use. 
Let's talk more develop- 


ment of our rivers now, be- 
cause we might not always be 
as lucky as we have in recent 
years when we get good tastes 
of what looks like long ex- 
tended droughts and then get 
caved by generous rains. 


While visiting Red Willow 


County farmers last week I 
was told that if a person 
wanted to take some long 
chances last May a good deal 
of the wheat crop in the area 
could have been purchased 
for $10 per acre. 


"It just didn't look like we 


had a chance getting a wheat 
crop, hut I guess this was one 
year where it paid farmers to 
work and hope for the future," 
said Ervain Friehe of Me- 
Oook, chairman of the Nebras- 
ka Wheat Commission. 


Being so lucky to get rains 


may be the big reason I didn't 
near much complaining as 
farmers were devising new 
methods to get loaded wheat 
trucks out of soft fields. 


Conservation land practices

With the fast pace of life we lead and 


the pressures of modern living, we often 
yearn for an environment of another day, 
of a time long past when one day did 
not run so quickly into another. Some- 
times, it seems, even the seasons of the 
year are so telescoped as to prevent our 
full savoring of the finer qualities of each. 


But when you look at life in the less 


advanced countries of the world, what you 


have t a k e s on sub- 
stantially more ap- 
peal. Brazil, for in- 
stance, is the 
fifth 


largest nation in t h e 


world in terms of land area. Yet, it has 
within it some pockets of poverty that are 
a sharp contrast to much of the rest 
of the world. It is as though one part of 
the world lives without knowledge of an- 
other. In the Christian Science Monitor ap- 
peared an account of life in a little coastal 
town that isn't even mentioned on world 
maps. The town is but a two-hour drive 
from Salvador, the modern city of 500,000 
people that was once the capital of Brazil. 


The name of the town is Arembepe 


and it is inhabited by farmers and fisher- 
men. The 180 home* there are of the mad- 
waned and thatched-roof variety. T b o • e 
classed as fanners cultivate coconuts, 
which grow in groves along the beach. 
Some 30 percent of the population pur- 
sue that way of life while the others fish 
along with various part-time jobs in small 
commerce. 


Average annual earnings in Arembepe 


are $250 to $300 per family. Transporta- 
tion is not a problem since two resi- 
dents have only recently acquired bicycles, 
the only means of modern transportation 
found there. Entertainment consists of a 
few transistor radios and an occasional 
festival. 


There is no great educational problem 


since the subject is largely ignored. The 
primary school hi the village offers teach- 
ing only through the third grade. Thus, 
the mandatory primary educational system 
in Brazil is somewhat of a misnomer. Fur- 
ther into the north and the great wooded 
Amazon River -basin, the requirement of a 
primary education becomes even some- 
what of a myth. Residents of Arembepe 
exist mainly on manoic meal (from a 
tropical plant), coconuts and fish. O n e 
can easily see that life in such a village 
as this would be far less complicated than 
that which we live. Place a resident of 
Arembepe in the middle of an American 
city and he would undoubtedly starve to 
death or become a ward of the state.

Place him, for that matter, In Salva- 


dor only a few hours away and he would 
probably nave a very difficult time of It. 
At first glance, it might appear to be a 
very pleasant way of life. No traffic to 
fight, no noises to disturb you all hours 
of the day and night, no working away 
for a better house, a new coat or a new 
suit, no worry about paying the utility bills 
and no great concern over the state of 
your health. But there Is something miss- 
ing in the idyllic picture we might paint 
of life in Arembepe. We are reminded of a 
fascinating story on tigers that appeared 
in a recent Issue of Life Magazine. The 
author studied the cats In their natural 
habitat and destroyed one of the myths 
that exist about the animali. 


Because the prowess of the tiger has 


been spread by big game hunters, the leg- 
end has grown that he lives an enviable 
life. It is commonly believed that things 
for the tiger are a sort of Utopia where the 
great beast controls all that surrounds him. 
All other creatures are at the mercy of 
the big cats who kill and eat at their pleas- 
ure. 


The Life story showed that such is not 


the case, that the tiger actually has to 
work very hard for his meals because oth- 
er animals in his realm have many pro- 
tective devices. A tiger, in fact, can some- 
times become quite lean and hungry before 
finding a meal and the lack of food will 
often eliminate the runt in a litter of cubs. 


Certainly, life for the villagers of Arem- 


bepe is simple and uncomplicated. But 


while they have little 
by way of turmoil or 
difficulty to face, they 
have less yet with 
which to meet the 


challenges they do face. We face many 
problems daily but we have a vast multi- 
tude of means with which to attack those 
problems. A catch of fish is a pleasant 
pastime to us, a vacation diversion, but 
to Arembepe it is a matter of life or 
death. The Monitor story does not detail 
the pitfalls of life in the Brazilian village 
but that there are many is not hard to 
see. 


Good locations for a mud-walled home 


might be rather hard to find when there 
is no modern equipment for earth-mov- 
ing purposes. Put the contrasting ways of 
life up together and both have their own 
share of difficulties. Perhaps they have 
their individual share of rewards, too, but 
our way is far from being short-changed 
in that category.

Back in 18% Lewis and Clark headed 


an expedition to the West Coast, starting 
at St. Louis and traveling the first part 
of the way along the Missouri River. This 
was the beginning of a great general west- 
ward trek. The Lewis and Clark route now 
has deep historic interest. 


Now come the Army Engineers with 


a proposal to dam the Missouri upstream 
from the existing dam at Fort Peck. It 
visualizes a $243 million hydroelectric proj- 
ect. But to achieve it would mean the 
permanent inundation of 14 Lewis a n d 
Clark campsites in the Fort Benton region. 


Back of the Army Engineers is the 


Montana legislature and against the proj- 
ect are the wilderness lovers, the historians 
and the National Park Service. The latter 
has tried to forestall the dam by propos- 
ing a 180 mile strip dedicated to a water- 
way wilderness. Montana currently has an 
electric power surplus but we do not doubt 


that the added electric power could find a 
market. 


So the question comes up squarely. 


Which should win, progress and economics 
or the nation's relationship with its good 
past?The Fort Benton area has other claims 
to history than those provided by Lewis 
and Clark. For years it was the head of 
Missouri River navigation and played a 
great role in the nation's westward move- 
ment by serving as a supply distributing 
point.This question will become heated in 
the near future and sentiment will be op- 
posed against reason. But we should re- 
member that the Lewis and Clark expedi- 
tion was actually dedicated to progress 
and those explorers did not hestitate to 
forge into places the nation had never 
before been. Our guess is that they would 
vote for the dam. 
/ 


Tuition Hikes Poor Policy 


Circumstances are such that complete 


condemnation of announced tuition hikes 
at the University of Nebraska would not 
be in order but the increases represent an 
unfortunate development. The increases 
were approved by the Board of Regents 
because the Legislature made appropria- 
tions to the university based on tuition 
hikes. 


Thus, the board faced the choice of in- 


creasing rates or taking a cut in appropria- 
tions. On that basis, the increases were 
probably the best course to follow since 
they will allow for a further strengthening 
of the teaching program at the university. 
When all is said and done, the level of 
academic excellence cannot be comprom- 
ised. 


But it is unfortunate that the Legisla- 


ture forced this kind of choice on the re- 
gents. The hikes call for a $56-a-year raise 


in tuition for resident students and $246 
a year for non-residents. This is not dras- 
tic in the case of residents but it ap- 
proaches that for the non-resident. And it 
is ill-advised even for the resident. 


What the increase does is work con- 


trary to the principle of equal educational 
opportunity for all. The higher tuition goes, 
the more unequal it becomes as an oppor- 
tunity because its realization is tied to fi- 
nancial ability. Tuition for an entire year, 
two semesters, will now be $334 for resi- 
dents and $860 for non-residents. 


Probably few young people will now be 


denied the education they might have 
gotten without any increase. But the rates 
are now high enough that they could con- 
stitute a serious financial hardship on fami- 
lies with college-age children. The in- 
creases are acceptable only with great 
reluctance.

WASHINGTON — The In- 


side story of how Bobby Ken- 
nedy took the play away 
from President Johnson on 
his United Nations speech in 
San Francisco can now be 
told. 


The young new senator 


from New York made his 
maiden speech in the Senate 
two days before Johnson was 
scheduled to go to San Fran- 
cisco for the 20th anniversary 
of the United Nations for a 
speech which many news- 
men had built up as a major 
foreign policy message. 


Though the President was 


told the San Francisco cele- 
bration was to be chiefly 
ceremonial, some White 
House advisers hoped that 
with the world situation de- 
teriorating, t h e President 
would deliver a milestone 
message for peace. Among 
other things, they suggested 
a program to stop the spread 
of nuclear arms. 


Simultaneously it became 


known that Bobby Kennedy 
planned to use this same sub- 
ject in his maiden Senate 
speech so, Averell Harriman, 
former ambassador to Mos- 
cow, now State Department 
trouble-shooter, went to s e e 
Bobby, asked him not to 
make the speech. 


Harriman explained that 


the President would make a 
similar speech, but if Bobby 
went ahead with the nuclear 
ban speech two days before 
San Francisco, the President 


would not. He could net he to 
the position of me-toolng a 
senator. 


Harriman and Bobby are 


old and close friends. Bobby 
listened 
courteously b u t 


made no promises, 


iflr * * 
Later, another high emis- 


sary from the White House 
talked to the young senator, 
also urged him either to post- 
pone the speech or talk on 
another subject. Bobby indi- 
cated that if he received a 
direct request from the Pres- 
ident he would be glad to 
change bis speech. But the 
request never came. 


Kennedy went ahead with 


his speech on June 23. It 
turned out to be a good 
speech embracing most of 
the administration program 
on curtailing nuclear arms 
but implying that the John- 
son administration had been 
too slow in pushing them. 
The President did not me-too 
him at San Francisco. His 
speech was considered lack- 
ing in originality and unin- 
spiring.

The 1964 Nobel Prize in 


medicine was shared by Kon- 
rad Bloch, professor of bio- 
chemistry at Harvard, and 
Feodor Lynen, of the Max 
Planck Institute, Munich, for 
their research into the mys- 
teries of cholesterol. 


In making the award, the 


Nobel committee said their 
research was one of the most 
important aver undertaken. 
Circulatory diseases claim 
more lives than any other 
condition in some parts of 
the world, Including the 
United States and Great 
Britain. 


Bloch and Lynen spent 20 


years studying the big, com- 
plicated cholesterol molecule

sion. This makes it hard on Nebraska, 
which is an agrarian state, and, therefore, 
an economically distressed area. Approxi- 
mately 85 per cent of Nebraska's gross in- 
come derives from its good soil. It is simi- 
lar to Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and much of Texas, Wyoming and 
Colorado. If it could get an adequate price 
in the marketplace for its products most 
of its economic problems would disappear. 
But farmers are essentially individual op- 
erators, competitors a m o n g themselves, 
and have no natural mechanism for col- 
lectively demanding their price, so their 
depression endures. 


Federal farm programs have labored 


for years with the problem, but they can- 
not be expected to get the farmer more 
than a subsistence and one doesn't build 
prosperity out of that. 


Meantime, our state legislatures work 


with their tax problem and ignore the in- 
come problem which, if corrected, would 
correct the tax situation. 


National Wheat Month is a time when 


the state should engage in imaginative 
thinking. Nebraska could act in concert 
with other agrarian states by engaging in 
marketing, setting a fair price for wheat, 
corn and the like and protecting its pro- 
ducers until satisfactory prices for forth- 
coming. 


It is proper for Nebraska to think 


about diversifying its economy, b u t it 
must keep in mind that will not solve the 
problem of agriculture but rather tend to

quency fester," he said.

Physical handicaps often 


go undetected for years — 
with the result that a school 
child, regardless of effort, 
makes low grades. 


In my college classes, I 


often have discovered stu- 
dents who made errors in 
copying problems from t h e 
blackboard or in m o v i n g 
from one step to the next in 
mathematical problems. In 
each case, I recommended a 
check of his vision. 


Some of these students 


found to their surprise that 
they had faulty vision. With 
glasses, their grades im- 
proved remarkably. 


One boy, a member of the 


basketball team, got glasses 
and said, "I had no Idea 
that the world looked as it 
does."

Many problems of under- 


achievement are related in 
some way to imperfect vi- 
sion. During the school pe- 
riod, appointments are some- 
times difficult to arrange. 
Summer, when the child is 
free from school, presents 
an opportunity to take ac- 
tion. 


Poor schoolwork, com- 


bined with any of the follow- 
ing symptoms, is a distinct 
danger signal. 


Reddened or watering ap- 


pearance of the eyes; en- 
crusted eyelids. 


Short attention span in 


reading or if the child sud- 
denly gives up the effort 
while trying to read. 


Tilts the head. Makes fa- 


cial contortions. Is tense dur- 
ing reading. Rubs his eyes.

He hears too 
well, and to him schoolrooms 
are uncomfortably n o i s y 
places. Since he hears every- 
thing he is supposed to 
hear, his plight often goes 
undetected.

up may be indicated by poor 
posture, either standing or 
sitting;

Yet, it h as 
with in it some pockets of poverty th at are

sh arp con trast to much of th e rest 
of th e world. It is as th ough on e part of 
th e world lives with out kn owledge of an ­ 
oth er. In th e Ch ristian Scien ce Mon itor ap­ 
peared an accoun t of life in a little coastal 
town th at Isn ’t even men tion ed on world 
maps. Th e town is but a two-h our drive 
from Salvador, th e modem city of 500,000 
people th at was on ce th e capital of Brazil. 
Th e n ame of th e town is Arembepe 
an d it is in h abited by farmers an d fish er­ 
men . Th e 180 h omes th ere are of th e mn d- 
walled an d th atch ed-roof variety. T h os e 
classed as farmers cultivate cocon uts, 
wh ich grow In groves alon g th e beach . 
Some .‘to percen t of th e population pur­ 
sue th at way of life wh ile th e oth ers fish 
alon g with various part-time Jobs in small 
commerce. 
Average an n ual earn in gs in Arembepe 
are 1250 to $300 per family. Tran sporta­ 
tion is n ot a problem sin ce two resi­ 
den ts h ave on ly recen tly acquired bicycles, 
th e on ly mean s of modem tran sportation 
foun d th ere. En tertain men t con sists of a 
few tran sistor radios an d an occasion al 
festival. 
★ 
Th ere is n o great education al problem 
sin ce th e subject is largely ign ored. Th e 
primary sch ool in th e village offers teach ­ 
in g on ly th rough th e th ird grade. Th us, 
th e man datory primary education al system 
in Brazil is somewh at of a misn omer. Fur­ 
th er in to th e n orth an d th e great wooded 
Amazon River h asin , th e requiremen t of a 
primary education becomes even some­ 
wh at of a myth . Residen ts of Arembepe 
e x i s t main ly on man oic meal (from a 
tropical plan t), cocon uts an d fish . On e 
can easily see th at life in such a village 
as th is would be far less complicated th an 
th at wh ich we Uve. Place a residen t of 
Arembepe in th e middle of an American 
city an d h e would un doubtedly starve to 
death or become a ward of th e state.

Th e 
auth or studied th e eats In th eir n atural 
h abitat an d destroyed on e ol th e myth s 
th at exist about th e an imals. 


Because th e prowess of th e tiger h as 
been spread by big game h un ters, th e leg­ 
en d h as grown th at h e lives an en viable 
life. It Is common ly believed th at th in gs 
for th e tiger are a sort of Utopia wh ere th e 
great beast con trols all th at surroun ds h im. 
All oth er creatures are at th e mercy of 
th e big cats wh o kiU an d eat at th eir pleas­ 
ure. 
Th e Life story sh owed th at such Is n ot 
th e ease, th at th e tiger actually h as to 
work very h ard for h is meals because oth ­ 
er an imals In h is realm h ave man y pro­ 
tective devices. A tiger, in fact, can some­ 
times become quite lean an d h un gry before 
fin din g a meal an d th e lack of food will 
often elimin ate th e run t in a litter of cubs.

Tuition Hikes Poor Policy 
Circumstan ces are such th at complete 
con demn ation of an n oun ced tuition h ikes 
at th e Un iversity of Nebraska would n ot 
be in order but th e in creases represen t an 
un fortun ate developmen t. Th e In creases 
were approved by th e Board of Regen ts 
because th e Legislature made appropria­ 
tion s to th e un iversity based on tuition 
h ikes. 
Th us, th e board faced th e ch oice of in ­ 
creasin g rates or takin g a cut in appropria­ 
tion s. Cki th at basis, th e in creases were 
probably U« best course to follow sin ce 
th ey will allow for a furth er stren gth en in g 
of th e teach in g program at th e un iverdty. 
Wh en all is said an d don e, th e level of 
academic excellen ce can n ot be comprom­ 
ised. 
But it is un fortun ate th at th e Legisla­ 
ture forced th is kin d of ch oice on th e re­ 
gen ts.

Fishbein solved the prob- 


lem by discarding the ace of 
diamonds! 


This extraordinary p l a y 


had the desired effect. East 
realized that Fishbein w a s 
trying to send a message to 
him, 
and it was not really 


difficult to decide that West 
was not interested in a dia- 
mond or a heart return at 
trick four. 


If Fishbein had wanted a 


heart return, he could have 
asked for it by playing a 
high heart, and if he had 
wanted a diamond return, he 
could have asked i'or it by 
playing a high diamond (not 
the ace). The ace of dia- 
monds discard could mean 
only one thing—that Fishbein 
wanted East to lead another 
club. 


So East played a club and 


South went down one. With 
any other r e t u r n , South 
would have made the con- 
tract. 


Note that no other discard 


is as effective as the ace of 
diamonds. A low heart would 
merely have asked East net 
to lead a heart, and would 
have encouraged a diamond 
return rather than a club.

"Where will Clarke stop? 


Or when will he stop?" asked

Clarke also holds the world 


records for 10 miles, 10 kilo- 
meters and 5 kilometers. He 
was scheduled for another 
record attempt Sunday but 
was frustrated by rain. 


He went to Brighton on Eng- 


land's sooth coast for an at- 
tempt to beat the world one- 
hour record of 12 miles, 960 
yards, 7 inches held by New 
Zealand's Bfll Baillie. The at- 
tempt was called off when he 
found the track partly flooded 
by rain. 


The Australian is scheduled 


to be in Oslo Wednesday for 
a 10,000-meter race and in 
Paris Friday for a 5,000-me- 
ter race.

"The only thing certain 
in this life is what you've 
done — what lies behind 
you."

York Champion

York — Phil Breitfelder of 


Lincoln came from six strokes 
off the pace in the final 14 
holes to win the York Open 
Golf Tournament here Sunday 
with a final round five-under- 
par65. 


Breitfelder, who started the 


final 18 holes Sunday f o u r 
strokes back of Vern Peter- 
son's first-round leading 69, 
fell six strokes behind when 
he bogeyed the 191-yard, par- 
3 fourth hole while the lead- 
er from Cortland was picking 
up a birdie with a 15-foot putt 
on the par-5, 430-yard third 
hole. 


"I thought it was all over 


at that point," Breitfelder ob- 
served as he accepted con- 
gratulations after picking up 
the victory. 


But the young Lincoln exec- 


utive then began a birdie 
barrage that carried him to 
the title by one stroke over 
Peterson with defending cham- 
pion Charlie Borner third. 


Breitfelder's 65, only one 


stroke off the course record, 
gave him a 36-hoIe total of 
138. 
Peterson's 
70 Sunday 


gave him 139 and Borner shot 
a one-nnder-par 69 final round 
for an even-par 140 in the two- 
day tourney. 


While Peterson and Borner 


were waging a hot battle for 
the lead, Breitfelder, play- 
ing two groups ahead of the! 
leaders, began his birdie binge i 
with only a handful of fol- 
lowers. 


Most of the gallery, near- 


ly 150, was watching Borner 
and Peterson but word began 
to spread around the course 
that Breitfelder was charg- 
ing. 


He started the charge by 


sinking a three-foot birdie putt 
on the 307-yard, par-4 fifth 
and followed it up with an 
18-foot putt for a birdie on 
the next hole, a 150-yard, par- 
3. 


Other birdies came on putts 


of 12 feet at 393-yard, par-4, 
eighth, two feet at the 477- 
yard, par-5 ninth, three feet at 
the 430-yard, par-5 12th and 
the 17th where he chipped in 
from just off the green for 
a birdie-3. 


Peterson had a chance to 


tie on the final hole when he 
reached the fringe of the 477- 
yard, parr5 hole in two shots, 
then chipped within four feet. 


But he missed the birdie 


putt, giving the title to Breit- 
felder.
